2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a process of treating a fabric with a composition comprising an absorbent 
gelling material which is a cross-linked polycarboxylate. There are many absorbent 
materials for cleaning fabrics, particulariy in carpet cleaning applications. Applicants 
have stated for the record that "absorbent gelling material" is an art recognized term that 
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refers specifically to materials used in certain fields such as disposable absorbent 
articles. The cross-linked polycarboxylate therefore, refers to polycarboxylates which 
also satisfy the absorbent gelling material definition as defined by applicants. The prior 
art does not teach a fabric treatment composition utilizing this specific absorbent gelling 
polymer. Accordingly, the present claims are allowable.
